In reply to the October 23 , 2002 Office Action, the period for reply being extended by 
the attached Petition For Extension of Time, please amend the above-identified application as 
follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please replace claims 1, 8, 9 and 29 as follows: 

1. (Twice Amended) A semiconductor device comprising: 

a semiconductor chip on which a plurality of electrodes are formed; 

a first flexible substrate in a tape form on which a wiring pattern is formed and 
on which the semiconductor chip is mounted; 

a plurality of external terminals electrically connected to the electrodes with 
the wiring pattern interposed; and 

a second flexible substrate in a tape form adhered to the first flexible substrate 
by a resin avoiding the semiconductor chip,
